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1¢ Sales Tax For Building New Jail Against Alabama Law 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion has been officially notified 
by Attorney General Charles 
Graddick that the Commission 
does not have the authority to 
impose a one-cent sales tax for 
the construction of a new jail in 
Enterprise. The four-page 
ruling by Graddick pointed out 
that state law permits the 
levying of an ad valorem tax of 
up to 1/4 of one percent which 
‘Shall be applied exclusively 
for the purpose for which the 
same was so levied and col- 
lected."’ 

According to the opinion 
from the Attorney General’s 
office, ‘‘The County Commis- 
sion may levy and collect such 
special taxes as it may deem 
necessary, not to exceed one- 
fourth of one percent per 
annum, for the purpose of 


paying any debt or liability 
against any county incurred for 
the erection, construction or 
maintenance of necessary brid- 
ges or public buildings prior to 
March 23, 1915, or incurred for 
the erection of public roads 
since November 28, 1901, or 
that may be created for the 
erection, repairing, furnishing 
or maintenance st public build- 
ings, bridges or roads after 
March 23, 1915.”’ 

At the last meeting of the 
County Commission, former 
District Attorney Lewey 
Stephens appeared before the 
group and cited the laws 
referred to in the official opin- 
ion. He told the commis- 
sioners they would probably be 
faced with a law suit if they 
did move forward with the 
sales tax as had been dis-

interpreted the law to mean 
the Commission did have the 
authority to impose such a 
sales tax. 

Graddick wrote, ‘‘Section 
21S of the Constitution of 
Alabama 1901 is the authority 
which allows the Legislature to 
authorize a county to levy a 
special tax for the construction 
of public buildings such as 
jails. However, both Section 
215 of the Constitution and 
#11-14-11 of the Code of Ala- 
bama 1975 provide that the 
taxes levied by the counties for 
the construction of public 
buildings must be ad valorem 
taxes, and may not exceed 
one-fourth of one percentum of 
that levied by the State for ad 
valorem tax purposes, There- 
fore, it is my opinion that the 
Coffee County Commission 
does not have the authority to 
impose a one percent county 
sales tax in Coffee County,.’’ 

The Commission is under a 
court order to present plans for 
the construction of a jail in 
Enterprise as the results of a 
lawsuit filed for that purpose 
several months ago. They are 
under a mandate by the Grand 
Jury of the Elba Division of 
Coffee County to bring the 
present jail up to federal 
standards or furnish plans for 
construction of a new jail in 
Elba. They. have until Dec- 
ember ist on the grand jury 
mandate.

Wiggly and when he pulled his 
patrol car up in front of their 
auto, the four auickly backed 
up and drove out another way. 
They left the store parking lot, 
shot down a one-way street, 
turned East on Simmons Street 
and through downtown Elba. 
After crossing the Pea River 
bridge driving East with Hooks 
in pursuit, the car turned 
South on the Samson Highway. 
Hooks told The. Elba Clilpper 
on Thursday morning that he 
saw their tail lights once after 
he topped the first hill and 
when he topped the next hill, 
they were nowhere to be seen. 

The thieves gained entrance 
through a fan vent on top of 
the building, and as shown in 
the accompanying photograph, 
tore through the locked door 
from the compressor room into 
the main storage room of the 
store. They spent a con- 
siderable time in the store, 
judging by the evidence of 
half-eaten bunches of grapes 
and the drinks consumed. 

A relatively small amount 
of money was taken from a 
small bad-checks box, as was 
some meats and other food 
stuffs. Elba police and sher- 
iff's department officials recov- 
ered the check box, the food 
packages, etc., and took them 
to the lab for fingerprint test- 
ing. No arrest had been made 
at press time. 

The intruders left two notes 
to store personnel. Both were 
scrawled on the doors of cool- 
ers inside the store room. One 
urged the workers not to call 
the cops, ‘*"cause I just came 
in to use the restroom." The 
other consoled management 
not to worry - “The wel-fair 
will pay for my damage.”’

But, through it all, Mrs. 
Barnes can say with great 
faith, admirable strength and 
unlimited courage - ‘‘I’ve got 
lots to be thankful for. The 
Good Lord has been with us all 
these years, and through all 
these things with us. My 
health is good -- I can’t 
remember the last time I’ve 
been sick! I’m in good health, 
I think.” 

One of the Barnes’ sons, 
Dewey, had these nice things 
to say about his parents when 
we contacted him, and we'd 
like to quote them here: ‘My 
father is a good, honest man. 
He was a good father. I think 
it is great that he could hold a 
job and support his family, and 
still find the time and MAKE 
the time to be a good father to 
us children, and help my 
mother with us.’"

The Elba Tigers took a 
giant step toward a state 
playoff berth last Friday night 
when they stunned the Troy 
Trojans 24-20, in front of a 
jam-packed crowd at Tiger 
Stadium.

GUN SAFETY 
Each year We read about 
someone getting injured with a 


common sense fules. The 
following 14 rules will help 
make your hunting season here 
in Coffee County safer. 

1. Treat every gun, even 
though unloaded, as if it were 
a primed stick of dynamite. 

2. Never bring a loaded gun 
into an automobile, camp, or 
house. 

3. Before loading, check to 
be sure the barrel is free of 
any obstruction. 

4, Carry your gun in such a 
way that you can control the 
direction of the muzzle, should 
you stumble. 

5. Be sure of your target 
before you pull the trigger. 

6. Never point a gun at 
another person unless you 
intend to kill him. 

7. Unload all unattended 
guns. 

8. Don’t climb trees or 
cross fences with loaded guns. 

9. Never shoot at water or 
other flat, hard surfaces. 

10. Never mix gunpowder 
and alcohol.

Elba Council Adopts New Budget 


The Elba City Council final- 
ly held a much-delayed meet- 
ing Tuesday night. The meet- 
ing had been regularly sche- 
duled for last Tuesday, but 
councilmen having conflicts 
caused a postponement. Efforts 
to hold the meeting on Wed- 
nesday and again on Thursday 
failed for similar reasons. This 
week all members were pre- 
sent, 

Adoption of a budget for 
the new fiscal year and 
amending the old budget to 
conform with actual spending 
were the main items of busi- 
ness. 

Most departments had ex- 
ceeded the approved budget 
for the current year and the 
changes were required by law. 

The new budget proposal 
was presented to the council by 
Mayor Bob Folsom and reflect- 
ed cuts in most departments. 
Folsom said this was to reflect 
an anticipated drop in taxes 
due to a recession, 


Councilmen noted that sales 
tax was actually increasing and 
agreed the estimated income 
was too low. A motion by 
Councilman Wayland Sharpless 
to adopt the proposed budget 
with changes to allow for 
funding the hospita! expansion 
up to $75,000 a year, and to 
increase recreation to $50,000 a 
year, was seconded by Council- 
man Jimmy Wise. 


Councilman Dud English 
amended the budget motion to 
include $37,000 for paving 
streets and the first of five 
annual payments on a building 


Break-ins Hit

A rash of break-ins has hit 
the Elba area during recent 
weeks. The last two local 
businesses to be hit were the 
Dollar Store and the Big R

for the public library. Wise 
seconded this also. The amend- 
ment and the budget motion 
passed unanimously, with City 
Clerk Jack Prescott instructed 
to work out the details and 
balance the budget. 

No action has been taken to 
actually purchase property for 
the library nor to do the street 
paving. This would come in 
separate motions and could 
possibly be deferred until later 
years. 


Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers 
requested some equipment for 
the fire department and got 
approval from the Council. The 
items included fire hose, fire 
coats, fire hats, gloves, battery 
and a ten-foot heavy duty attic 
ladder, totaling $879.55. He 
also asked that the city buy 
insurance on the army surplus 
3/4-ton truck being equipped 
for use at grass fires. He 
noted a $950 pump had been 
purchased for the truck using a 
$750 state grant and $200 of 
donation money. The Council 
agreed to furnish the liability 
insurance for this truck on a 
motion by Wise and seconded 
by Councilman Charles 
Kennett. The same motion 
also approved the purchase of 
the needed supplies. 


A lengthy discussion over 
the hours of the men on the 
sanitation trucks, the dumping 
of trash, location of garbage 
cans, etc., resulted in a plea to 
the workers to ‘‘give us a few 
weeks to work this thing out."" 


Ray Price appeared before 
the Council and noted his crew 
was ing many hours of 
overtime it pay. He said 
the low pay was compounded

by the change to ‘‘leaving the 
garbage cans in the back 
yards, and the town growing 
up.”” 


Mayor Folsom interrupted 
to remind him of the time-and- 
a-half overtime they had been 
getting, but agreed he had 
stopped the practice until the 
Council met and approved. 
Price asked if the Council 
wanted to raise the pay or limit 
the crews to eight hours of 
work, regardless of how much 
of the route was finished. 


Sharpless made a motion, 
seconded by English, that the 
men be paid for the hours: 
worked for the next few weeks 
until the recently purchased 
garbage body could be put into 
use. A new body costing 
slightly over $11,000 was to be 
put into use this week. The 
motion passed unanimously. 


Councilman Cleo Hawkins 
asked for an explanation for 
the trash being hauled into 
Elba from all over the county. 
Folsom reported giving approv- 
al for some roofing being 
dumped from a house near 
Danley Crossroads and said the 
roofer lived in Elba and bought 
a license here. He denied any 
connection with some dumping 
from the New Hope School and 
reported it wouldn't happen 
again. 


Folsom said he had receiv- 
ed one registered letter from 
the State Health Department 

ing an immediate halt to 
using dump, but “‘we are 
still using it He told of a 
meeting with a representative 


from the health departmer: in 
Montgomery, and require- 
ments that all trash be covered 
daily, ‘‘but we don't quite do it 
daily.”’ 


After approving bills total- 
ing slightly over $10,000, the 
Council adjourned,

Survey Of 
County Is 
Continuing 


The Coffee County Man- 
power Survey will complete 
four weeks of registration to- 
morrow (Friday) in the Elba 
Courthouse. Survey workers 
report a good turnout for the 
county-wide project, which is 
scheduled to last through Nov- 
ember 30. 

Project Supervisor Tom 
Canaday stated that a good 
response from the working-age 
population in Coffee County 
will place the county in an 
excellent position to attract the 
new industry that is moving 
into the state. 

“The success of this survey 
and its benefits to the com- 
munity depend entirely on the 
response from the citizens of 
Coffee County,”’ stated 
Canaday. ‘‘We would empha- 
size that everyone should 
register, whether employed or 
unemployed, or whether 
available or not. What we 
expect to get is a good 
cross-section of the entire 
working-age population.”’ 

Results of the survey will 
be included in a concise report 
on the advantages of industry 
locating in Coffee County. 

The report will be made 
available to county and city 
officials, industrial boards, and 
various agencies which can 
promote Coffee County. In 
addition, a number of in- 
dustries have requested in- 
formation on this area of the 
state. 

Survey hours are 8 a.m. to 
S p.m., daily, at the Coffee 
County Courthouse in Elba. 
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Commissioners Again Fail To Solve 


Jail Problem In Coffee County 


The Coffee County Commis- 
sion met in regular session on 
Monday, October 20, at the 
courthouse in Enterprise, and 
conducted a lengthy discussion 
on pending legal action against 
the Commission by the Elba 
Grand Jury and Judge Gamble. 


“We are under a_ court 
order to build a new jail in 
Enterprise,”’ said County At- 
torney Braxton Rowe, ‘‘while if 
you are indicted by the Grand 
Jury you have a right to 
appeal. You’re nearer to 
reporting to Judge Gamble 
than you are the Grand Jury. 
The more urgent matter is the 
court order - you need to clear 
it up first.”’ 


‘We have to meet with 
the Grand Jury on December 
3,’’ said Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby, ‘‘while the date to 
meet with Judge Gamble is 
December 27. We could 
already be indicted before 
Gamble gets hold of us.”’ 


‘| think we need to ask the 
State Association of County 
Commissioners to help us find 
out where funds may be ob- 
tained,”’ said Commissioner 
Bennie Beckham, ‘‘and help us 
solve our legal problems. I 
don’t see how we can tax the 
people to build 2 jails and 2 
courthouses, I don’t care if we 
build one set-up in ‘Chittlin’ 
“ Switch,’ but, we do need one. 1 
do not endorse any city as a 
possible site, but I do say we 
need one courthouse and one 
jail.” 


“Just let me know what 
kind of tax we can pass by 
December 3,’’ Commissioner 
Hornsby instructed Rowe, 
“tand I'll make a motion to put 
it on. We've got to get the 
money, and if a tax is the only 
way, by golly, I say let’s do 
it.”’ 


“I’m in a position I’m not 
comfortable _with,’’ added 
Beckham, ‘‘and I think the 
people should get to vote. 
We're damned if we do, and 


damned if we don’t!" 


“Il am for one anywhere,’’ 
declared Probate Judge James 
Sawyer. “'If the people don't 
vote for Enterprise, let's go 
somewhere else, We need one 
jail and one courthouse, be- 
cause we can’t afford to build 2 
new jails and 2+ new court- 
houses and we can't afford to 
keep going like we're going."’ 


“I think the Commission 
does have the power to impose 
a sales tax,’’ proclaimed Rowe, 
‘and I don’t mind the Attorney 
General knowing that I think 
he is wrong. Decisions are a 
dime a dozen.”’ 


Commissioner Don Smith 
summed up the feelings of the 
Commission by saying,‘‘We've 
got to do something;’’ but the 
Commision again did nothing, 
and now has two meetings left 
before a December 3 date with 
the Grand Jury and possible 
indictments. 


Monday’s meeting actually 
began at 10:00 a.m. with all 
commissioners present. The 
day’s first order of business 
was to open bids on plant mix 
to be used on County Road 30. 
Bids were: $7,012.50 from 
Couch Construction; $5,325 
from Wiregrass Construction; 
and $4,575 from S & C 
Materials and Paving. The 
nk ae accepted the low 
Mrs. William Backert ad- 
dressed the Commission about 
garbage Cee problems in 
Heritage Heights Subdivision 
off Rucker Boulevard, near 
Enterprise. Mrs. Backert 
reported the residents in the 
area were receiving unsatis- 
factory service from Frank 
Moore (Solid Waste Enterpris- 
es) and presented a petition 
with SS signatures requesting 
the county pick up the garbage 
on a once-a-week basis for 
$4.50 per month. The Com- 


mission reported since the sub- 
division was outside any city 
limits, it would expand gar- 
bage pickup service to the 


area. Mr. Moore later sent 
word he would be completely 
out of the garbage business by 
November 1, and the Commis- 
sion agreed it would meet the 
needs of the rural residents. 

Mr. Harold Andrews spoke 
to the Commission and stated, 
‘l live on Highway 40 near the 
new dump, and would like to 
know if I could get an agree- 
ment stating the dump would 
not affect the quality of my 
water. I don’t mind the dump 
being there - I'm just afraid it 
will ruin my water.’’ 


The Commission assured 
Mr. Andrews the landfill would 
not harm the environment, and 
told him that Health Officer 
Richard Brown would meet 
with all the residents involved 
and answer all questions. 


While discussing garbage 
and garbage pickup, the Com- 
mission voted to give a dis- 
count to all senior citizens who 
sign up for the county’s new 
garbage collection program, To 
be eligible, one must be 65 
years old and be the head of a 
household, and must register 
at the office complex in New 
Brockton. The regular rate is 
$4.50 per month, while senior 
citizens who qualify will only 
pay 50 cents per month, 


In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the Commission: 


***was told Leary & Owens 
Construction Company w.  of- 
fering a 10% discount on 
repairs for the remainder of 
the year; 

***was instructed to modify 
garbage bins so they cannot tip 
over; 

***was told representatives of 
the National Institute of Cor- 
rections would come and tour 
the jail on October 30 and 
attempt to help solve the 
county’s growing jail problems; 
***aoreed to pay Custom Pools 
$2,538 for the installation of 
Gunite flumes; 

***instructed the county eng- 
ineer to transfer 125 tons of 
stone from each district to 


build a road to the new 
landfill; 

***were told 240 households 
had signed up to dispose of 
their own garbage, while 672 
families are taking part in the 
county's garbage pickup ser- 
vice; 

***made a motion to adopt 
a monthly fee of $4.50 per 
household for garbage pickup; 
***heard New Brockton Chief 
of Police Gordon Lueck com- 
plain of condition ,of Farm 
Center arena following events 
other than wrestling; 

***was told work would begin 
on Wilkerson Watershed Proj- 
ect by March, 1980, at a total 
cost of over $2 million; 
***agreed to co-sponsor the 
Pond Creek Watershed Project 
(4000 acres in Coffee County); 
***borrowed money to pay a 
$3,157.92 bill for property ap- 
praisal work; 

***appointed Marvin Carroll 
and Paul Jones to Pensions 
and Security Board for a 6-year 
term, and 

***approved a request to pay 
bills only once a month.
